conditions are generally better because of 


the increased tonization of the tonosphere. 
Give ten and six meters a try, you may be 
very surprised to work DX with very little 
pow ce. 

Amateur Radio operators who use HF 
generally like increased sunspots because 
they correlate with better worldwide radio 
propagation. When there are more sunspots, 
the sun puts out radiation, which charges 
particles in the earth’s ionosphere. Radio 
waves bounce olf of these charged particles, 
and the denser these clouds of tons, the bet- 
ter the HF propagation. When the iono- 


sphere is denser, higher frequencies will 
retlect off of the ionosphere rather than pass- 
ing through to space. This is why every [1] 
years or so when this activity is higher, 10 
meters gets exciting. 10 meters is at a high 
enough frequency. right near the top of the 
HF spectrum. that radio waves propagate 
very efficiently when the sunspot count 1s 
high. Because of the wavelength, smaller 
antennas are very efficient on this band. so 
mobile stations running low power on 10 
meters can communicate world wide on a 
daily basis when the sunspot cyele is at its 
peak. There are also seasonal variations, and 
10 meters tends to be best near the spring 
or fal] equinox. 


This has been quite a week for solar ac- 
tIVity, Wit 


1 blasts of solar wind dominating 
space weather news. Saturday 7-22-00, was 
the big day for HF radio blackouts and au- 
rora, with the planetary A index jumping 
to an incredible 152 and the mid-latitude A 
index at 148. The planetary K index. up- 
dated every three hours. was at nine for three 
readings on Saturday. A K index reading 
of mine over a 24-hour period would be 
equivalent to an A index of 300. Hopefully 
this latest flare will settle down soon and 
conditions will improve.

Zvezda module even- 
tually to house ham 
radio 


he just-launched International Space 

Station Zvezda Service Module 

eventually will become home to the 
first permanent Amateur Radio station in 
space. Until the Amateur Radio on the In- 
ternational Space Station--or ARISS—-an- 
tennas can be installed on the Service Mod- 
ule. however, the initial ham station gear 
will be installed aboard the Zarva Functional 
Cargo Block. already in space. 

The first ISS crew. headed hy US astro- 
aut Bill Shepherd. KDSGSL. is scheduled 
to be launched in October from Kazakhstan. 
Accompanying Shepherd will be Russian 
cosmonauts Serge: Arikaley, USMIR. and 
Yurt Gaidzenko. 

If all goes as planned. the initial ama- 
teur station hardware will be sent up to the 
ISS aboard shuttle mission STS-106 in 
August. and Shepherd and his crewmates 
will be on the air on 2 meters (FM voice 
and packet) from the Functional Cargo 


Block this fall. The imitial station will use 
an existing Functional Cargo Block antenna 
that’s being adapted to support operation 
on 2 meters but not on 70 em. 

Current plans call for amateur antennas 2- 
meter and 70-cm antennas to be installed 
on the Service Module during a space walk 
next year. The initial station gear will be 
reinstalled in the Service Module once the 
antennas have been fitted. 

A Russian Proton-K rocket carried the 
long-delayed Service Module into orbit July 
12 at 0488 UTC from the Baikonur 
Cosmodrome in Kazakhstan. Zvezda 
(star) will contain flight controls, waste- 
disposal facilities. and crew sleeping quar- 
ters. Once in orbit. the unmanned Zvezda 
will be docked July 26 by computer with 
Zarya ("dawn™) and the US Unity mod- 
ules launched in 1998, 

A Russian call sign, RZ3DZR, has been is- 
sued for the ISS ham radio station. A Ger- 
man call sign. DLOISS, also has been is- 
sued, and a US call sign has been applied 
tor. An international call sign may eventu- 


ally be assigned ifa call sign block is estab- 
lished for international space stations. 

A primary goal of ARISS is to establish 
and maintain a schedule of Amateur Radio 
contacts with schools. ARISS will inherit 
the long legacy of the successful Space 
Amateur Radio EXperiment. SAREX,. a 
cooperative education effort involving 
NASA and the ARRL. has allowed students 
to speak directly to shuttle astronauts anc 
US astronauts aboard the Russian Mir space 
station via Amateur Radio. (ARRL)
